This rail-1 
road traverses a district which is said 
to be>rich in coal, marble and granite. 
Not long ago bankers report 
that 


Walsh tried to sell some $5,000,00.0 or 
56.000,000 of bonds of this company 


Charles L. Hill, one of the very ear- 


liest music dealers in Fort Wayne and 
who had been identified with the music 
trade, in Indiana for .more than half a 
century, died at 2:45 o'clock this morn- 
ing at his home, 27 Prospect avenue 
at'the age of 78 years, G months and 25 
days. 
Unquestionably the pioneer in 


his line, Mr. Hill- was very widely 
tnown and -was universally esteemed 


Mr. Hill had been in frail health for 


Chicago, Dec. 18.—Action has been 


taken by the comptroller of the cur-

John R. Walsh, of this city,' to wind 
up their affairs. 


The other national banks of the city 


have come to the rescue, and it is de- 
clared on the authority of the clear- 
ing house association, the comptrol- 
ler and also by the officers of the Chi- 
cago National bank, that not a single 
depositor will lose a cent. 


The difficulties of the three banks, 


which are practically branches of the 
same institution, are attributed 
by 


the comptroller of the currency to the 
large loans made by the Chicago Na- 
tional bank to the railroad, coal min- 
ing and other private enterprises con- 
trolled by Mr. Walsh. 


Warned by the Comptroller. 


Some time ago the comptroller call- 


ed the attention of the officers of the 
bank to the fact that they were mak- 
ing loans to these enterprises of Mr. 
Walsh which, in his opinion, were too 
large for the safety of the institution. 
.Repeated promises were made 'that 
the situation should be.rectified, but 
no action satisfactory to the comptrol: 
ler was taken. 


Three days ago he came to Chicago 


for the purpose of-making an investi- 
gation into the affairs of the three 
banks and found them in such a con- 
dition that he judged immediate ac- 
tion to be necessary'. Some trifling 
delay had ensued because of the in- 
ability of Mr. Ridgely to meet the offi- 
cers of the bank.and officers of the 
state auditor's office. 


The fact that the Home Savings 


bank and the Equitable Trust com- 
pany are under state supervision 
made the presence of the latter offi- 
cial necessary. Officials of the differ-. 


and expressed themselves, a* matlf 
pleased with the action of the Chicago 
banks, and stated that It reflected great 
credit on the associated banki of Chicago, 
which have again Indicated their ability 
to meet any emergency In a manner «n- 
tlrely satisfactory to.the public.

ings bank had savings deposits to the 
extent of ?4,000,000, divided among 
about 8,000 depositors. . 


Total Liabilities $26,000,000. 


The liabilities of the two banks and 


of the Equitable Trust company were 
roughly 'estimated at $26,000,000. The 
assets of. the three institutions made 
up about $20,000,000 of this amount, 
and the •directors and officials of the 
Chicago National bank came to the 
front with' securities amounting to 
about $3,000,000 more. 
This left a 


deficit of about $3,000,000 to be faced, 
and the Chicago banks represented at 
the meeting declared at once that 
they would, meet the situation and 
care for the deficit. If it proved nec- 
essa.ry to advance any more than 
$3,000,000 to meet all demands, the 
banks pledged themselves to make 
up the amount whatever it might be. 


.The great difficulty confronting the 


bankers in the meeting was to ar- 
range a legal settlement of the case 
in the pitifully short time at their 
disposal before the hour of commenc- 
ing business this morning. 
It was 


finally arranged that in addition to 
winding up the affairs of the three 
financial institutions, the allied link- 
ers should take 
all of Mr. Walsh's

The Home Savings bank was organ-

It existed for.many years as • 
an independent institution and about 
twelve years ago became a part of the.

Officers Retign. 


At noon it was announced that all 


:he officers and directors of the Chi- 
:ago National bank had resigned and 
their places taken by men selected by 
.he clearing house association. Pres- 
ident Walsh's place was taken by 
Bank Examiner C. H. Bosworth. 


In order to make secure as far as 


possible all claims against the bank, 
Mr. Walsh today turned over to the 
officials of tue clearing house, who are 
operating the two banks, all of his 
property. Mrs. Walsh also made over 
to the clearing house all the property 
standing in her name. It is expected 
that there will be enough of this to 
nmke the amount to bo paid out by 
the other banks of the city compara- 
tively small, when the accounts aro 
fully balanced. 


John R. Walsh's Career. 


John R. Walsh has been for years a 


conspicuous figure In the life of Chi- 
cago. He was born in Ireland August 
22, 1837, and came with his parents to 
the United States when ten years old, 
settling in Chicago. 
He soon found 


employment with J. McNally, a news- 
dealer, proved very energetic and in- 
telligent and in 
1861 
established a 


news business of his own, Including a 
book and stationery store, on one of 
the most prominent corners of thd city. 
Later he consolidated his news busi- 
ness, which consisted of the circula- 
tion of daily and weekly newspapers 
and periodicals, with the American 
News company, Mr. Walsh becoming 
president of the Western News com- 
pany, which nifts Affiliated 
with the 


American News company. The busi- 
ness proved exceedingly profitable and 
Mr. Walsh achieved a large fortune. 
He became a director of the National 
bank of Illinois and in 1881 founded 
the Chicago National bank, of which 
ho has been president 
down to the 


present time. In 1882 he also pur- 
chased a controlling interest in the 
Chicago Herald, which some 
years 


later he sold to his associate, James 
W. Scott. Upon Mr. Scott's death the 
paper passed into'the hands of H. H. 
Kohlsaat and was subsequently reor- 
ganized as the Chicago Record-Herald. 
Mr. Walsh then founded the Chicago 
Chronicle, of which he has been the

Father Oechtering was born Decem 


ber 23,.1845, at .Lingen, Hanover. .-He 
attended the schools of his native city 
until he -was- twelve years of age, af 
ter. whichif-he ..spent '.one '-year. at'-.the 
Gymnasium, a school for the higher 
branches of literature and science, it 
the same city of Lingen. 
Ia.1858 he 


was sent to college in Munster and 
remained seven years, after which lie 
spent two years in the university o 
the same city. - .In 1867 -he entered the 
American college in Louvain, Belgium 
as a candidate for the priesthood. H 
was ordained for the diocese of For 
Wayne by the coadjutor archbishop 6 
Malines, May 21, 1869. Father Oech 
tering came to America the same yea 
and was assigned to Elkhart, resid 
ing, however, at Mishawaka. He had 
charge of Elkhart one year, when he 
was transferred to St. Joseph's church 
at La Porte, where he remained ten 
years. July 14, 1880, he was appoint- 
ed pastor of St. Mary's church at Fort 
Wayne. . In 1888 he was named "irre- 
movable" rector of me. same church. 
During his pastorate at Fort Wayne 
Father Oechtering published a pam- 
phlet on "Capital and Labor" which 
attracted favorable attention-through- 
out the United States and Europe.

THOMAS PAINE'S DEATH-BED. 


Stephen Grellet, the earnest minded 


member of'the Society of Friends, who 
abored Tor the Lord in all classes of 
society. In many lands, recorded, in 
:he course of his diary, the death of 
.he notorious Tom Paine. The event 
occurred in 1809, at -Greenwich, New 
York, whither Grellet had gone to re- 
side. The entry in Grellet's journal is 
a« follows: 


"I majf not omit recording here the 


death of Thomas Paine. A few days 
previous to my leaving home on my 
.ast religious visit, on hearing that he 
was ill, and in a very destitute condi- 
:lon, I went to see him, and found 
him In a wretched state; for he had 
been so neglected and forsaken by his 
pretended friends that the common 
attentions to a sick man had been 
withheld from him. The skin of his 
body was in some places worn off, 
which greatly increased his 
suffer- 


ings. A nurse was provided for him, 
and some needful comforts were sup- 
plied. He was mostly in a state of 
stupor, but something that had pass- 
ed between us had made such an im- 
pression upon /him- .that some days 
after my departure he sent for me, 
and, 
on being told that I was gone 


from home, 
he sent 
for another 


Friend. 
This induced 
a 
valuable 


young Friend, (Mary Roscoe,) who 
had resided in my family and con- 
tinued at Greenwich during part of 
my absence, frequently to go and take 
him some little refreshment suitable 
for an invalid, furnished by a neigh- 
bor. 
Once when she was there three 


of his deistical associates camts u> 
the door, and in a loud, unfeeling man 
ner said: 
'Tom Paine, it is said you 


are turning Christian, but we hope 
you will die as you have lived;' and 
then went away. On which, turning 
to Mary Roscoe, he' said: 
'You see 


what miserable comforters they are!' 


"Once he asked her if she had ever 


read any of his writings, and on being 
told that she had read but little of 
them, he inquired what she thought of 
them, adding, 'From such a one as 
you 1 expect a correct answer.' -She 
told him that when very young his 
'Age of Reason' , was 
put into her 


hands, but that the more she read in 
it, the more dark and distressed she 
felt, and she threw the book into the 
fire. 'I wish all had done as you,' he 
replied, 'for if the devil has ever had 
any agency in any work, he has had 
it in writing that book.' When going 
to carry him some refreshments, she 
repeatedly heard 
him 
uttering the 


language. '0 Lord! 
Lord-God!' or 


'Lord Jesus, have mercy upon me!" 


"It is well known that during some 


weeks of his illness, when- a little 
free from bodily pain, he wrote a 
;reat deal; this his nurse told me; 
und Mary Roscoe repeatedly saw him 
writing. If his companions in infidel- 
ity had found anything to support the 
idea that he continued on his death 
bed to espouse 
their cause, would 


they not have eagerly published it? 
But- not a word is said; there is a 
total secrecy as ;to what has become 
of these writings." 


Such a record, written by a man of 


undoubted Integrity, is an important 
contribution to a subject which has 
been the occasion of much question- 
ing and controversy.

The Marsh family had apartments 


in the front of the 'building off the 
third floor. William Marsh wg.s stage 
manager for the theater. Dwyer, an- 
other employe of the 'theater, slept in 
the basement, where the fire, originat- 
ed, from which escape was..cut-off. 
Mrs. 
'Marsh and her children -were 


suffocated by the. smoke .which poured 
up the narrow stairway. 


William. Marsh was not at home 


when the fire occurred. When he got 
home he supposed his' family'was' safe 
and made no attempt to locate them 
until some time later. Mrs. John Ves- 
per was rescued by the firemen after 
she had fainted arid was leaning out 
of a window.

Crew's, Neglect.

officers .'of the. British steamer Arran- 
more. which arrived here yesterday after 
an eventful and perilous passage from 
Antwerp, were much incensed over the 
failure of a French freight steamer which 
they believed to have been the Bordeaux 
in acknowledging their signals, but not 
offering assistance when informed that 
the Arranmore was on flre. 
On December 7 a flre started in the 


afterhold.. The crew -fought -the flames 
for, three days and. owing to the fact that 
the vessel had on her forward deck fifty 
barrels of chemicals used in the. manufac- 
ture of dynamite,-the.situation-was an 
extremely perilous one.

Every man on board worked without 
a rest for many hours.

public today, points out that appar- j 
ently the most effective way to settle 
the question of insurance control is 
for the supreme court to decide wheth-' 
er insurance, as now conducted, is in-! 
terstate commerce, and therefore sub- i 
ject to federal regulation. 
. j 


In an outline of the causps leading ! 


UtP to the creation-of the bureau. th«4 
tremendous conception of induatrial 
power and the problem of purifying 
the fraudulent finance connected wiln 
big corporations, is discussed. In this 
connection the report says: 
j 


"It is strongly felt that prerentlve 


rather than remedial means must be 
used in dealing with the entire prob- 
lem. The government must deal be- 
forehand with causes, not merely aft- 
erwards with their effects. In order 
to ascertain proper methods of pre- 
vention, it is necessary to know the 
cause of industrial evils. 
The -work 


of the bureau has shown, In.the case 
of the several great Industries already 
investigated, or now under investiga- 
tion, the fact that the predominant 
control enjoyed by certain great con- 
cerns is based usually upon one or 
two, or a few, single factors, such as 
the control of transportation, of trade 
marks, of patent rights, or raw ma- 
terial special legislation, or a combi- 
nation of one or more of these fac- 
tors, 
' 


Congress Must Exercise Power. 
"The year's work upon the investi- 


gation 
of special 
industries and 


particular corporations," Commission- 
er Garfield continues, "has strength- 
ened my conviction that no perma- 
nent remedy for existing industrial 
evils can be expected until congress 
exercises more fully its power of af- 
firmative action under the commerce 
clause of the constitution. No fact of 
Industry is more obvious than that 
modern business has outgrown and 
wholly disregards 
state 
lines, and 


that the jurisdictions of single states, 
as applied to the operations of a great 
interstate business, 
are futllo and 


even harmful. A close study of the 
methods of organization and opera- 
tion of the greater industrial corpora- 
tionK, their relation to transportation 
companies, botli rail and water, their 
methods of competition, the 
exten- 


sion 
o£ their 
business 
throughout 


'many states, and the sale of their 
commodities throughout the 
world 


proves that they have actually gone 
beyond the possibility of proper super- 
vision or control by the single state 
which gave them corporate existence. 
Their relation to the transportation 
companies alone Is a sufficient reason 
for bringing under federal regulation. 


"It is Idle to claim that the railroads 


are wholly at fault for rebates, dis- 
criminations and other devices for. af- 
fording to one shipper improper ad- 
vantages over a competitor. It is im- 
possible to prevent such abuses by 
purely penal legislation. 


Anti-Trust Law Not Enough. 


"This does not mean that the anti- 


trust law has not been beneficial. Its 


i enforcement has compelled some re- 
spect for the law, which, until recent- 
ly, was wholly lacking. But so far as 
ffecting a permanent change of the 
onditions which that law denounces, 
ut little has been done. The imposl- 
on of a penalty upon a combination 
imply drives the men in that combl- 
ation to the formation of another de- 
ice for accomplishing the same pur- 
ose, and this for the reason that com- 
Ination is an Industrial necessity, 
nd hence •will be engaged in despite 
ennl legislation. 
"By the exercise of the affirmative 
ower granted under the commerce 
lause congress with safety can pro- 
ide a method by which reasonable 
ombination may be permitted. This 
method must be founded upon an act 


f the federal government which will 


give to corporations engaged in inter- 
tate and foreign commerce standing 
ind recognition under a federal act. 
t may be accomplished either by a 
icen.se to engage in such commerce or 
by a charter granted by the federal 
;overnment. 


Stop Business of Violators. 


"Under either form congress should 


nsure publicity and honesty in pro- 
motion, organization, capitalization and 
conduct of the corporation, reserving 
o the government the right of inspec- 
tion of the books of such corporation 
and the further right—the most im- 
portant, of all—to stop the operations 
of such corporation if it becomes a 
violator of the federal statutes, at 
all times preserving to the corpora- 
ion and its stockholders the right of 
judicial appeal against Hie improper 
exercise of executive authority.

staples which affect the lives o£ the 
people o£ this country, and the monop- 
olization of which necessarily will re- 
ult in hardship and injustice to the 
ndividual. 


Equality of Opportunity Needed. 
"Such a law is not an invasion or 


iberty or right; is not an effort to 
ave the government do that which 
he individual could best 
do; and 


would not, in its effect, destroy indi- 
-Idual enterprise nor' the possibility 
of individual success. It would afford 
equality o£ opportunity, not equality 
n results. 


"It is universally recognized that 


:he great highways of commerce 
should be open 
to 
all upon equal 


:erms. It is likewise true that the op- 
portunities for the individual to en- 
gage in industrial enterprise should 
be equally free. 
The individual is 


not strong, enough ordinarily to pro- 
tect himself against a great corpora- 
tion. He can be secure in his rights 
only under a law which subjects the ' 
corporation to regulation by a gov- 
ernment whose jurisdiction is broad 
enough and 
whose power is great 


enough to compel obedience. Such a 
law would lessen the possibilities of 
unfair and dishonest competition. 


Would Leave Courts Free. 


"Under such a law reasonableness 


of combination, of conspiracies in re- 
straint of trade, of monopolistic con- 
trol, would be left as they should be. 
for the determination of the courts; 
and the government would then have', 
as it should have, the opportunity at 
all times to know the detailed opera- 
tions of those corporations to which 
it has granted 
great . powers,, ujio.n 


which it. has iinnosed great responsi- 
bilities, and over which it will exer- 
cise its full measure of protection so 
long as they obey the laws of the 
land. 


"It is not necessary to repeat what 


was stated in my last annual report 
regarding the relative merits of fcd- 
er.il license or a "national incorpora- 
tion law. Tf tim principle of federal 
regulation bo agreed upon, there will 
be litt.lo 
difficulty 
in 
determining

OF IMMIGRANTS L\!I

New York, Dee. 18.—That diseased! 


European Immigrants are "doctored! 
up". i» great numbers lor shipment to j 
this country. is the charge made by' 
Dr. Maurice Fishberg, of this city, a! 
special inspector of the immigration 
service in the United States, who re- 
cently returned from abroad. 
Dr. 


Fishburg spent several months in the 
old world, visiting the European ter 
minals of the big trans-Atlantic steam- 
ehip lines and making a special study 
of the shipping of Russian Immigrants | 
across the German frontier. Dr. Fish- 
berg «ald yesterday: "The "curing" or 
diseased aliens for admission to the 
United States has become a tremen- 
dous industry abroad. 
Ramifications 


of the business may be found at Liv- 
erpool, London, Southampton, Marseil- 
les and at various frontier cities of 
Russia and'Austria-Hungary. In these 
cities I hate personally visited board- 
ing houses and so-called 'hospitals' 
where immigrants suffering 
from 


trachoma in its'most advanced stages 
were being treated that they might 
pass inspection and enter the United 
States. Trachoma, is a disease of the 
eye of which America has a special 
horror. 


"In -Marseilles the 'treatment' of 


trachoma has assumed remarkable di- 
mensions. 
Here most of the Immi- 


grants from the orient, from Syria, Ar- 
menia and-neighboring countries, come 
on-their way to the United States. 
Most of the immigrants report to a 
'man by the'niune of Anton Fares, who 
refers, them, to certain boarding hous- 
es. Later they are sent to Dr. G. Rey- 
naut, No| 20 Boulevarde d' Athene for 
examination. 
Those who are 
found 


. free from- diseases receive tickets and 


are at once shipped to Havre. 
But 


as' soon as one of these orientals is 
discovered to. have trachoma, Fares 
takes: hold of the unfortunate Immi- 
grant'and says: 
'There are only two 


ways open to you. You can either go 
by way olf St. Nazalre to Mexico, where 
I have agents to .conduct you-across 
the ..frontier into the United States or 
you"can go to a doctor here and get 
cured. 
Now the first plan is expen- 


sive and dangerous, but the doctor Is 
vefy successful..' 


"Of'course the poor fellow goes to 


the doctor, wno, .by the way, does a 
flourishing bsuiness. 


"The- Russian Hebrew comes to 


America chiefly by way of Germany 
either sailing directly from Bremen or 
Hamburg or going to England and em 
barking from 'a' British port. 
Little 


is,.done at Bremen or Hamburg to 
natch up Immigrants, but at. the sta- 
tions along the -Russian and Austrian 
borders, the practice Is common. 
In 


most cases the-so-cailed "cure" is only 
temporary."
